thou land feven hundred and eighty-three, fixed by His Majefty 
at Twenty Thoufand Pounds by the year : 

And whereas the fame have been found of late years quite inadequate 
to the expenses necelfarily incident to the dignity and due maintenance of 
that high and important Office : 

And whereas in confequence of His Majefty’s Melfage to the Houfe of 
Commons, of the ninth day of May one thoufand eight hundred and ten, 
the Commons of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland did, by 
their Addrefs, humbly requeft His Majefty, that He would be gracioufly 

2 pleafed to direfi fuch Encreafe to be made to the Salary of the faid 
Office, not exceeding Ten thoufand Pounds by the year, as to His 
Majefty fhould feem neceffary : 

And whereas in compliance with the faid Addrefs, His Majefty was 
pleafed to authorize the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland for the time being, to 
give the neceffary Orders for iffuing and paying out of His treafure or 
revenue in the receipt of His Exchequer in Ireland, applicable to the 
Civil Lift Eftablifhment there, the fum of Ten Thoufand Pounds yearly, 
in addition to the falary of the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, from the 
twenty-fifth day of December one thoufand eight hundred and nine : 

And whereas the faid Orders were given, and the faid Sum hath been 
hitherto paid accordingly : 

And whereas under the provifions of an A 61 of Parliament, paffed in 
2 Ireland in the thirty-third year of His Majefty’s reign, intituled, “ An 
“ A6t for the fupport of the honour and dignity of His Majefty’s Crown in
